Gen. Collins Tells of War Casualty Rate 


Percentage 
Lower Than 
World War II 
'No Attempt to 
Fool American 
Public/ He Says 


WASHINGTON— (AP)— 


Gen. J. Lawton Collins told 
senators today the percentage 
of deaths among the wound- 
ed in the Korean war is "a. 
third less" than in World 
WarH. 


"Our medical people have 


done a perfectly marvelous 
job — perfectly 
marvelous," 


Collins said. 


Collins, the army chief of 


staff, was testifying at the 
senate inquiry into the dis- 
missal of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur when he was asked 
about casualties. 


Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman of 


the joint chiefs of staff, told the 
senators earlier this week that 
.otal casualties in Korea, both bat- 
tle and non-battle, were 141,995 
vith 11,292 dead. 


Bradley said "non-battle" cas- 


ualties were 72,679 but noted that 
Jiis included auch things as a 
man's having a tooth pulled as 
well as serious illnesses and in- 
unes.

Rottirn to Duty 


Collins said 90.4 per cent of non- 


battle casualties have been return- 
ed to duty in the Far Eeast, 4.9 
icr cent were removed to the 
Jmted States for treatment, and 
3 of one per cent died of their 
ailments. 


Bradley had given the figure 612 


as the number of dead from "non- 
>attle" causes. 


Collins said that of the battle 


casualties—that is men wounded 
or listed at one time or another 
as missing—70.2 per cent have 
been returned to duty—57.3 per 
12.9 per cent to duty in the United 
cent to duty in the Far East and 
States. 


8 Per Cent LCH« 


Collins said the non-battle cas- 


ualty rate among men serving in 
Korea is "eight per cent less" than 
the non-battle casualty rate in Ja- 
pan, where there is no fighting. 


He said 20 per cent of the armed 


forces' total strength in Japan 
from July, 1950, to last March 31 
were listed as non-battle casual- 
ties—meaning the number of men 
who received treatment for ill- 
ness or injury at one time or an- 
other, was 20 per cent of all the 
men on duty there. It included 
some men, of course, who died of 
injuries and illness. 


No Concealment 


In the same period in Korea, 


Collins said, "the so-called non-- 
battle casualties amounted to only 
12 per cent of the total U. S, 
strength for the period." 


Collins told the senators, "I will 


guarantee there has been no con- 
cealment" of casualty totals, "no 
attempt to fool the American pub' 
lie—we are not that silly." 


He said the official casualty list 


figures for the world wars—333,' 
734 in the first war and 994,89: 
in World War II—represent "only 
battle, true battle casualties" anc 
include none of the so-called non 
battle casualties, a term he said 
is misleading.

against himself at a coroner's 
inquest when he was not rep- 
resented by an attorney and 
was not informed that what 
he said at the inquest could 
be used against him later, ac- 
cording to an affidavit filed 
today by Lambersky. 


The charges against 
State's 


Attorney Morey C. Pircs were 
made in an affidavit filed with 
Circuit Clerk John O. Shaulis by 
Public 
Defender 
Walter 
W. 


Stevens. Lambersky alleges also 
that a typewritten transcript of 
the inquest testimony was pre- 
sented before the 
grand 
jury 


which indicted him but that Lam- 
bersky did not give Pires per- 
mission to use the testimony. 


Violate Constitution 


The afidavit alleges the manner 


of taking testimony at the inquest 
and submission of the testimony 
to the grand jury without per- 
mission wa« in violation of the 
fifth and 14th amendments of the 
U. S. Constitution and of article 
two, section two and articW! two, 
section 10 of the Constitution of 
Illinois. 


In the affidavit Lambersky ad- 


mits he was committed to the 
Dixon, State hospital from Chi- 
cago, Oct. 26, 1938, as a fceble- 
frninded person. 
Keneth LaRoy 


died about 3:05 a. m, April 11 
and the inquest was held the 
afternoon of the same day. 


He then restates details of the 


inquest and of being forced to 
testify against himself • without 
being advised that he could refuse 
to answer questions on the grounds 
that his answers might tend to 
incriminate him, and that they 
coulde be used against him later. 


Charged With Murder 


After the inquest he was charged 


with murder in a complaint signed 
by Fate LaRoy, father of the dead 
boy. A preliminary hearing was 
held April 11 at which tme Stevens 
appeared for the 
prisoner 
and 


waived preliminary hearing. Lam- 
bersky was bound over to the 
grand jury by Justice of the Peace 
Sterling W. Schrock. Lambersky 
adds that he believes Stevens was 
called by phone and asked to be 
present at the hearing but before 
that he had had no attorney. 


Did Not Consent 


On May 4 a typed copy of tcsti 


many at the inquest was presented 
to the grand jury but the consent 
of the prisoner was not asked be- 
fore it was submitted by Pires, 
according to the affidavit.

KOREA— (AP) —It appear, 
ed tonight that allied com- 
manders were striking a dar- 
ng blow for victory in Korea. 


United Nations task forces 


were streaking north across 
wrallel 38 'in hot pursuit of 
jeaten and fleeing Chinese. 


Allied divisions have tossed 


aside the cautious maneuver 
of the slow advance. 


Armored spearheads were 


charging up roads at three 
points on the east-central 
front alone. In the west, the 
situation was similar. , 


South Koreans plunged north- 


cast to Yangyang. a coastal vil- 
lage six miles north of 38 on the 
east coast. 


These mighty aimorcd jabs were 


herding literally thousands of 
Chinese northwards. 
They were 


jamming the roads to the north 
in unprecedented numbers. 


'Amazing' Sight 


A briefing officer said tonight 


air sightings were "amazing." He 
said, "we've never seen anything 
like it before." 


For the first time in the Korean 


war the Chinese were moving in 
the daytime. 


The road north to Hwachon was 


crowded with an estimated 10,000 
Reds. 


Other roads north were equally 


jammed. 


Fighter planes roared 
down 


again and sgaln 
blasting the 


fleeing 
Reds. 
"There 
weren't 


enough plane* to go around," on* 
air officer said.

Red Attackers Forewarned of 
Death, Gen. Ridgway Reports 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y.—(AP)—Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway 


told the United Nations today that his forces used loudspeaker broad- 
casts and leaflets to warn Communist foes in Korea that they faced 
certain death before they began their offensive in April. 


Ridgway's report as 
comman- 


der of United Nations forces, cov- 
ering Korea operations from April 
16 to April 30, was transmitter to 
Secretary-General Trygve Lie by 
the U. S. delegation today. Since 
then, the U. N. army has turned 
the Chinese and North Korean 
Communists back across the 38th 
parallel after inflicting tens of 
thousands of casualties. 


The Ridgway report said that 


the enemy had expanded his ef- 
fective forces in Korea to more 
than 70 divisions for the offensive 
which began the night of April 22. 


Aware of the buildup, Ridgway 


reported "beginning in mid-April 
large quantities of U. N. Iraflots 
were 
air-dropped 
over 
enemy 


troops in front-line positions and 
in staging areas to the rear. The 
leaflets warned that their Com- 
munist leaders were planning an.- 
other 
massive attack in which 


thousands upon thousands of them 
would be sacrificed without pur- 
pose except to further the cause 
of aggression. 


Ridgway also 
reported 
that 


more than JH),000 prisoners of war 
now aro interned in a new prison 
camp of Koje-Do island, south of 
piisnn. 


His report sad also that enemy 


guerrilla forces now number about 
12,000 and are on the defensive 
but that groups up to battalon 


Sjz«._about 1,000—havft ber.n in 
clashes in south-central Korea.

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


United States may have gained 
a wide new lead in the race for 
supremacy in nuclear weapons. 
But the question is; How lang can 
it be held? 


The lead—Inirtca ted yesterday in 


a terse announcement of secret 
experiments completed recently at 
Eniwetok — depends 
in great 


measure on whether the atomic 
secrecy system is better than it 
was five years ago. 


Find Trigger

U. S. scientists may have found 


the. atomic "trigger" that will 
fire superpowerful h y d r o g e n 
bombs. 


In the slimmer of 1946 Soviet 


espionage agents gained key in- 
formation on 
the 
making of 


atomic bombs. By official Amer- 
ican estimates, Russia then gained 
a year and a half of time in her 
hitherto slow 
search 
for 
the 


atomic secret. She produced an 
atomic explosion in the summer of 
1940. 


The American government ap- 


parently thinks its security of 
nuclear secrets has improved. The 


joint senate-house Atomic Energy 
Commission, in a recent report, 
commented 
that 
the 
atomic 


counter-espionage system has not 
been pierced since the 1946 break. 


Informs World 


But for some reason (perhaps 


international psychology) the U. S. 
now appears to want the world to

If you are an average home 


owner, chances are that your houb 
needs painting badly. At leas 
that is what the statisticians saj 
So take a quick look outside t 
sec if they arc right. 


Before painting, however, chec 


the condition of your house an 
correct 
all 
structural 
defects 


Joints, flashing, siding and ti 
work must be sound and secure t 
prevent entrance of moisture. 


As long as the original paint ac 


heres firmly to sound wood, ligh 
sanding or wire-brushing is suff 
cient to ready the work for paint 
ing. But when the paint has blis 
tered, peeled or checked, it mui 
be completely removed. 


If this destruction occurs onl; 


in small areas, scraping is suffi 
cient, although it is difficult t 
avoid a patched appearance unles 
all the paint is removed over 
considerable area. 


Where defects are widespread 


the old paint should be removec 
with a blow torch and putty knife 
To use, move the torch evenly anc 
carefully over the painted surface 
with the-flame pointed slightlj 
downward, melting the paint jus 
far enough ahead of the puttj 
knife so the knife can thorough!: 
remove the paint. The torch noz 
zle should be held three to four 
inches away from the surface be 
ing cleaned in order to soften the 
paint film. 


Good painting 
requires 
good 


materials. That means both your 
brush and paint. Go to a reputable 
dealer and let him advise you 
about the best types of materials 
for your particular home. 


The quantity of paint required 


for a job is determined by roughly 
computing the overall area in 
square feet and deducting for the 
various 
openings. 
Coverage 
is 


about 500 square feet per gallon 
for primer and 600 square feet per 
gallon for finish coat. 


When painting a house, work 


from the top down. Painting is a 
fair-weather job, so plan to do it 
this fall when the weather is set- 
tled. Another reason for choosing 
this season is that 
leaf-bearing 


shrubbery close to the house will 
be bare. 


Many painting failures may be 


traced back to the fact that the 
surface

cither 
damp 
or 


drenched with sunlight while being 
painted. Always paint behind the 
eun; that is, start working in the 
morning on a portion of the house 
that the sun has just left and, as 
the day progresses, follow it 
around the house.

Atomic Missiles Are Fine But 
Are Not the Whole Answer 


In Seattle recently, General Collins, army chief of staff, 


said that atomic weapons have been developed to the point 
where "their safe use close to our troops is only a matter 
of time." 


This is only one of the many hints that have been emerg- 


ing from Washington in the last few weeks that progress in 
the atomic field has been on a notable scale. These reports 
have come either from official. sources or from dependable 
journalists, and deserve to be taken seriously. 


One reporter concludes on his own—but on the basis of 


facts given to him—that the United States now has a stock- 
pile of A-bombs big enough to permit their use not only hop." 
strategically, against cities, but tactically, against troops in 
the field. 


He says the Nevada tests earlier this year were designed 


generally to "get more for less" and were so successful they 
had the effect of doubling overnight the U. S. atomic power 
on hand. Further tests may result in additions to this po- 
tential.

There are also reported to be plans for exploding an 


atomic bomb underground, presumably somewhat in the 
fashion of a gigantic land mine. One can imagine how hard 
it would be for an enemy to clear a path through the vast 
volume of contaminated soil churned up by such an ex- 
plosion.

No element in this com- 
bination may be eliminated simply because of advances in an- 
other. War and defense are a team performance.

During the period that the Dixon bank has been in use 


it has been of tremendous value and on occasion has been 
life saving.

For this reason I will explain the method 
by which we maintain our bank which is the same method 
used by all blood banks. •

Every person who receives one pint of blood is required 


to repay in kind with two pints of blood. This blood may be 
furnished by relatives or friends. The blood does not need 
to be the same type as administered to the patient as we 
must keep a number of each of the types of blood on hand. 
On rare occasions we may not accept the blood of a donor 
oecause we might have too many units of that particular 
type. Blood even under perfect conditions of refrigeration 
cannot be used after about twelve days. In addition there 
is a nominal charge to cover the cost of processing the blood. 
»

The alternative is to pay twenty-five dollars plus the 


laboratory charge for each pint of blood. However, we pre- 
fer to receive the blood in payment as this is the only method 
by which we can perpetuate the bank. It is our opinion that 
the payment for transfusions with blood is much preferable 
and this is the method recommended and used by almost all 
oanks. The establishment of a professional donor list has 
many disadvantages including an increase in the cost to thd 
patient. 


It is hoped that this explanation will clear any misun- 


derstandings that may have prevailed concerning the method 
3f perpetuation ^of the Dixon Hospital blood bank. If there 
are still any questions, the undersigned would be glad to an- 
swer them.

provement goes to the widespread 
use of idodized salt. 


This is a splendid development, 


not only because the appearance 
is better with a normal looking 
neck, but also because a good 
many of those with simple goiter 
eventually develop a toxic condi- 
tion. The story behind this Im- 
provement is an Interesting one. 


It goes back many years to 


studies carried out in Michigan 
where it was found that school 
children in counties in which io- 
dine was practically absent from 
the drinking water showed an un- 
usually high proportion of goiter. 
Indeed, In one of these counties 
(Houghton) over three-fifths of 
the children showed thyroid en- 
largement. 
On the other hand, 


in another of the four counties 
studied only about one fourth of 
the youngsters were affected in 
this way, and this was the area in 
which the water had the largest 
amount of Iodine. 


These observations 
were 
not 


Just allowed to drop. Salt, like 
water, is used by everyone so it 
was decided to add a small amount 
of iodine to the salt and see what 
happened; 
After this had been 


done for awhile another survey \ 
was made and it was found that 
there had been an enormous drop 
in the frequency of simple goiter 
among the children. 
REGIONS LACK IODINE 


There are large areas in the 


world such as our own Great 
Lakes region in which there is 
normally an insufficient amount 
of iodine in the water or food. It 
Is for such places In particular 
that iodized salt has meant so 
much in the prevention of goiter. 


Some 
fear 
has 
occasionally 


been expressed that iodized salt or 
even "natural" salt containing 
odine might be harmful If con- 
tinued over too long a period. 
This question has also been care- 
'ully studied and it can be strong- 
y stated that there is no evidence 
of harm to the body. Altogether 
this is an excellent example of a 
well-planned and executed step 
orward in preventive medicine.

• Redjuicy strawberries that are in their prime will BOOH be avail- 


able for freezing. Avoid freezing the first berries, wait till the season 
is in full swing. 


It is the Blakemore, Catskill, Dorset and Redheart which are the 


very best varieties to freeze. Other varieties rating quite high are 
Chesapeake, Temple, Fairfax and Premier. 


You will need to use fully ripe berries in order to obtain the 


tastiest results when frozen. These varieties listed above are firm and 
juicy, thus the best type for freezing.

another step that gives good qual- 
ity. Wash a small portion of the 
berries at one time, so they won't 
be bruised. Lift them and be sure 
to handle gently in washing. 


You can freeze the berries in 


halves, crushed or sliced with 
sugar. Mix one cup sugar with five 
cups crushed or sliced fruit. Mix 
the sugar thoroughly with the 
fruit before packaging. As soon as 
the fruit is packed seal it. 


Use a 40 per cent sirup for freez- 


ing whole strawberries. Make the 
sirup with one cup sugar and one 
and one-fourth cups water. Dis- 
solve the sugar by stirring very 
completely. No heating is neces- 
sarily required. 


Leave head space at the top of 


the package to allow for expansion 
during the freezing. Leave one-half 
inch for a pint container and one- 
inch for a quart package. 


"Season" Frying Pan 


If you have purchased a new 


cast iron or aluminum frying pan, 
it will need some special treatment 
before its use. 


Be sure to read the label. Some 


manufacturers have already done 
the seasoning for you. The season- 
ing treatment prevents food from 
sticking. 


Small pores in the cast iron or 


aluminum'must be filled with oil 
or fat to form a smooth, non-pour- 
ous finish. If this step is not taken, 
food will be Imbedded in the pores 
and stick to the pan. Or the pan 
may rust easily. The seasoning 
will also keep the pan from ab- 
sorbing odors and flavors from 
foods. 


First, use an unsalted fat. Lard, 


chicken fat and goose grease give 
a smoother, more penetrating fin- 
ish than other fats or oils. You 
can use vegetable fats or oils, but 
the results will not be so satisfac- 
tory. 


Wash the pan thoroughly. Tie 


a cloth around a large wooden 
spoon, dip the cloth into the grease 
or oil, and swab the pan. Place the 
pan in a 250 degrees F. oven for 
several hours. Every half hour rub 
the pan with melted fat or oil. 


Be sure that cast iron pans are 


thoroughly dry when you store 
them after each use. And if they 
are to be stored for any length of 
time, rub them with oil to prevent 
rusting. 


Cotton Yard Goods 


Shrinking 
and 
straightening 


yard goods before cutting doesn't 
take away the "new" look of the 
cloth—so be sure to do it. 


Disadvantages Of omitting the 


shrinking and straightening steps 
are 
numerous. Daughters—and 


mothers too—would be disappoint- 
ed if sewing efforts resulted in an 
ill-fitting garment or one that 
shrinks the first time it is laun- 
dered. 


When cloth is finished at the 


mill, it is not often pressed on the 
grain (lengthwise and crosswise 
threads on the square). Every type 
of maerial should be checked for 
this point before the pattern 
pieces are laid on the fabric. 


You can tell when the grain is 


not straight. The cut ends will not 
be even when the selvages are 
together. Or the selvages may not 
be together when the cut ends are 
even. '
